Ganges, for which the liberated com 
batants and non-combatants started 
from this place.” On our way Mr. I.ec 
pointed out a monument over the bur- 
ial place which was opened for Gen. 
Wheeler’s intrenchment. the well intc 
which every night the dead had 
Iteen dropped. Around it I- 
a curious memorial. There art 
five crosses one at each cornet 
of the garden, and one at the centet. 
from which inscription' 1 to-day read 
my text. Riding on. we came to the 
Memorial church, built to the memory 
of those fallen at Cawnpore. The walk 
are covered with tablets and epitaphs. 

I copied two or three of the inscrip- 
tions: “Those are they who come out 

of great tribulation:” also, “The dead 
shall be raised incorruptible;” also. ‘‘Ir. 
the world ye shall have tribulation, 
hut be of good cheer. I have overcome 
yhe world;” also. “The Lord gave, the 
Lord hath taken away;” also. ‘'Come 
unto me all ye that labor, and are 
heavy laden.” 

"Get into the carriage.” sai l Mr. Lee. 
and we rode on to the Ganges, and got 
oat at a Iliniloo temple standing on the 
banks. “Now." said Mr. Lee. “here is 
the place to which Gen. Wheeler and his 
people came under the e-cort of Nana 
Sahiit.” I went down the steps to the 
margin of the river. Down these steps 
went Gen. Wheeler and the men, wom- 
en and children under his care. They 
stood on one side of the steps, 
and Nana Sahib and his staff stood 
on the other side. As the women 
were getting into the boats, Nana 
Sahib objected that only the aged 
and infirm women and children should 
go on board the boats. The young anti 
attractive women were kept out. 
Twenty-eight boats were fiiled with 
men. women and children and floated 
out into the river. Each i>oat con- 
tained ten armed natives. Then three 
boats fastened together were brought 
up and Gen. Wheeler and his staff got 
in. Although orders were given 

to start, the boats were some- 
how detained. At this juncture a 
boy twelve years of age hoisted 
on the top of the Hindoo temple on 
the banks two flags, a Hindoo and a 
Mohammedan flag, at which signal the 
boatmen and armed natives jumped 
from the boats and swam for the shore; 
and from innumerable guns the na- 
tives on the bank fired on the boats 
and masked batterie- above an.l below 
n ared with destruction, and the boats 
sank with their precious cargo, and ail 
went down save three strong swim- 
mers, who got to the opposite bank. 
Those who struggled out near by were 
dasned to death. Nana Sahib and his 
staff with their swords slashed to pieces 
Gen. Wheeler and his staff. who had not 
got well away from the shore. 

I said that the young and attractive 
women were not allowed to get in tt 
the boat. These were inarched away 
under guard of the Sepoys. 

“Which way?” I inquired. “I will 
show yon." said Mr. Lee. Again, we 
took seats in the carriage and started 
for the climax of desperation and dia- 
bolism. Now we are on the way to a 
summer house called the Assembly 
rtsims. which had been built for recre- 
ation and pleasure. It had two rooms, 
each 29 by 10 , and some windowlcss 
closets, and here were imprisoned 2«i 
helpless people. Some of these Sepoys 
got permission of Nana Sahib to take 
one or more of these ladies tu their 
own place, on their promise they 
should be brought back to Summer 
Garden the next morning. A daughter 
of Gen. Wheeler was taken and din 
not return. She afterwards married 
the Mohammedan who had taken her 
to his tent. Some Sepoys amused them- 
selves by thrusting children through 
with bayonets and holdingthcm up Ite- 
fore their mothers in the smuttier 
house. All the doors closed and the 
Sepoys standing guard, the crowded 
women and children waited their doom

As the schools which were begun early 
in the year are about closing, I think it 
important to call your attention to the 
fact that teachers last year made mis- 
takes iu almost every county hv return- 
ing the grade hook to the office of County 
Superintendent instead of the Chairman 
of the Board of Trustees. Please to note 
that Section 134 requires that this book 
l>e delivered at the close of the term to 
the Chairman, who shall lie responsible 
for it and deliver it to the teacher at the 
opening of the next school. Unless this 
is strictly complied with the plan of 
having the teacher who comes newly to 
the district, properly informed as to the 
status of the school of which he is to take 
charge, inevitably proves a failure, as 
teachers are apt to rest under the im- 
pression that the hooks are in the hands 
of the County Superintendent, as was 
the old register, and is not to ne furnish- 
ed them. If you will immediately no- 
tify ad your teachers of this requirement 
in order that none may be left to plead 
excuse, it will tend materially to insuring 
that system for which the law provides.

Mount Rainier, or Tacoma, and Its Be 

mark ably Rich History. 

M.-nnt Rainier (the official spelling), 
or Mount Tacoma (from the Indians* 
name meaning “Snowy Mountain”), is 
14.414 feet high and overtops the rest 
of the Cascade range. It rises abruptly 
from the low forest lands, of which 
fifty-live miles lie between its liase and 
Puget sound The peak is a symmet- 
rical pyramid as viewed from Seattle, a 
double peak from Tacoma, and from 
Olympia, or Yelm l*rairic, it shows its 
three peaks in outline.
